Worcester, ss :— 


To either of the Constables of the Town of Millbury in 
the County of Worcester, Greeting: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, You 
are directed to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town 
of Millbury, qualified to vote in elections and Town affairs, to 
meet at the Town Hall, in said Millbury,on MONDAY, the 
NINETEENTH day of March, instant, at 6 o’clock in the 
forenoon to act on the following articles, to wit: 


The polls will be opened at 6 o’clock a.m., and may be 
closed at 4 o’clock p. m. 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said meet- 
ing. 

Article 2. To choose three Selectmen, Town Clerk, 
Treasurer, Collector of Taxes, Auditor, three Overseers of the 
Poor, three Assessors, six Constables, all for one year; also 
one member of the School Committee for three years, one 
Trustee of the Town Library for three years, one member of 
the Board of Health for three years, one member of Board of 
Health to, fill vacancy, for two years, one Commissioner of 
Cemeteries for three vears,one Highway Surveyor for one 
year and one Tree Warden for one year. All to be voted for 
on one ballot. Also, on same ballot, to vote ‘‘Yes”’ or ‘‘No”’ 
in answer to the question: ‘‘Shall license be granted for the 
sale of intoxicating liquors in this town?” 


Article 3. To choose all other necessary own Officers for 
the year ensuing. 


Article 4. To hear the reports of the several Town Officers 
and Committees and act thereon. 
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Article 5. To raise and appropriate such sums of meney 
as may be necessary to defray Town charges for the year 
ensuing, including sums for the lighting of the streets, the 
maintenance of the Town Library and observance of Memo- 
rial day, the care and improvement of Cemeteries, and the

REPORT 


OF THE 


SELECTMEN FOR 1905-6 


_ Millbury, Feb. 20, 1906. 
lo the Citizens of Millbury: 


The Selectmen respectfully present the following as their 
report for 1905-06: |

On November 16, 1895, the town of Millbury, through its 
Selectmen, entered into a contract with the Millbury Water 
Co. for water hydrant service for a term of 10 years at an 
annual rental of $40 per hydrant. The original number of 
hydrants was 60, to which 7 have been added by vote of the 
town at various times during the Io years, and also two for 
which the Water Co. never made any charge, have been at 
the service of the town. This contract expired November 16, 
1905. At the annual March meeting in 1905 it was “voted 
to instruct the Selectmen to obtain from the Millbury Water 
Co. a lower rental of hydrants than the exorbitant rates now 
charged.” 


u 


It might appear from the foregoing instructions given the 
Selectmen at an annual meeting that they were empowered 
to enter into a contract for a renewal of the hydrant service. 
provided the rates were lower than those originally con- 


tracted for, but your Board was instructed. by the town 


counsel that no such authority was vested in them. 
SPECIAL TOWN MEETING. 
Believing that the existing conditions required action by 


the voters of the town, a special town meeting was called and 
held in Blanchard Hall Nov. 17, 1905, to take action on the 


following article: 


Art. 2. “To see if the town will vote to renew its contract 
with the Millbury Water Co. to supply the town with water 
for fire and protection or take any action relating to the 
Same | 

The Chairman of your Board of Selectmen stated at that 
meeting the position of the Selectmen, viz., that it was found 
impossible to obtain from the Water Co. a lower rate for hy- 
drant service as demanded by the town at its annual March 
meeting, and submitted the following proposition from the 
Water Co. as the only terms upon which they would make a 
new contract for 10 years. 

“The Millbury Water Company will make a new contract 
with the town of Millbury for a term of (10) years, to main- 
tain the hydrants now set (70) at thirty-five ($35) dollars 
per hydrant per year, over and above the amount of all town, 
county and State taxes, same price to hold good for any 
additional hydrants ordered by the town. 


“HERBERT A. RYAN, Treas.” 


A lengthy statement was presented from T. H. Sullivan 
GAL TWO--Millbury Journal--1opt.23ems.--March 3. 
Esq., legal counsel for the town, showing the organization of 
the corporation known as the Millbury Water Co, and im- 
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portant passages from their charter granted by the Massachu- 
setts Legislature, also the rights and privileges of the town 
under the laws of the State. 

The Millbury Water Company was represented at. that 
meeting by President Lucien A. Taylor and Treasurer H. A. 
Ryan. It was clearly indicated at the meeting that the voters 
of Millbury were not ready to enter into a,10 years’ contract 
at the terms proposed by the Water Company, and it was. 
“voted that the Selectmen be authorized to make with. the 
Millbury Water Co. the best terms possible for hydrant ser- 
vice from the present time to the next annual meeting.” 

The Selectmen arranged a conference, which was held 
Nov. 23, 1905, with L. A. Taylor, President, and H. A. Ryan, 
Treasurer, representing the Water Company, ana a new con- 
tract was made, binding the town to pay the Water Com- 
pany $1240 for the use of hydrants until March 19, 1906. 
The terms agreed upon were the’ best the Selectmen could 
obtain, and were practically at the same rate proposed for 1 
10 years’ contract by the Water Company. 

This contract has nearly expired, and the matter is again 
before you for action in an article of the town warrant. 


HIGHWAYS—SIDEWAKLS AND CULVERT, 


The highway surveyor is not under the direct control of the 
Selectmen, as was the case previous to 1902, and you are 
referred to his report for information touching these 
matters. | 


SAUDE” FG WARY Ss: 


Thle Selectmen have strongly petitioned the Massachu- 
setts State Highway Commissioners for another section of 
state highway on the Sutton road, commencing where the 
present state highway ends to a point near the West End 
Thread Company’s plant, and believe their petition will be 
granted and the road built this year.

SUITS AGAINST THE TOWN. 


The case of the town of Hampden against Millbury, on 
account of the care and treatment of Wm. J. Cassidy while 
sick with smallpox in March, 1902, was decided by the 
superior court at Springfield, and the sum found due from 
Millbury was $648.08. The original bill was $733, and con- 
sidered by the Selectmen as unreasonable. The case was 
defended for the town by Thos. H. Sullivan, Esq. | 

There are now pending in the superior court at Worces- 
ter two suits against the town for damages consequent to the 
building of the state highway on North Main st. Henry T. 
Merriam and Thos. J. Sullivan have sued for an appraisal by 
jury of the injury to their estates, and the Selectmen have 
retained Thos. H. Sullivan to defend the interests of the 
town in these cases. The highway was constructed after 
plans by the State Highway Commissioner, and they claim 
the most practical and feasible plans, and, in their judgment, 

no injury has been sustained by any of the abutters. 


METHOD OF KEEPING TOWN ACCOUNTS AND 
FINANCIAL CONDITION. 


At the annual meeting, held March 16, 1903, a committee, 
consisting of T. H. Sullivan, T. A. Dowd and D. J. Dempsey, 
was appointed to report a “Uniform system of keeping the 
town accounts. This committee reported at a subsequent 
meeting and a new system of keeping the town accounts went 
into use. 

The important features of the new system are the keeping 
of all accounts by the auditor and the payment ofall bills 
contracted by the different departments by the treasurer. 

We believe the new system of keeping the town accounts 
and payment of bills to be an immense improvement over 
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the old system, and congratulate the town on the efficient 
manner in which the work of the treasurer has been per- 
formed and the thorough and conscientious way in which the 
auditor has kept the books and examined the bills. 

Your Board of Selectmen thas held all departments to 
expenditures strictly within the limits of their appropriations, 
and no account has been overdrawn. The gross sum of un- 
paid bills of all departments will be less than $200, which is 
exceeded by unexpended balances from the different appro- 
priations. | | 

An appropriation of $500 was made at the annual meeting 
in 1905 to settle the claim of the town of Hampden for the 
care and treatment of William J. Casserly while sick with 
smallpox. The amount of this claim was not decided until 
December, and Hampden has consented to wait until after 
our March meeting for settlement. | 

This appropriation was made part of the miscellaneous 
account, and $387 of this amount was transferred to the 
account of bridges, as the bridge on Greenwood street was 
found in such unsafe condition that a new bridge was neces- 
sary to protect the traveling public from injury and save the 
town from loss on account of suits for damages.

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Report of the 


School Committee 


To the Citizens of the Town of Millbury: 


The School Committee herewith submits to the citizens of 
Millbury its annual report. A financial statement which 
shows the total amount reserved and expended for school 
purposes may be found on the subsequent pages. The re- 
ceipts come from two sources, the town, which raises and ap- 
propriates specific sums for the various school uses, and the 
State, which yearly pays the distributive amount from the 
school fund and also a stipulated and constant amount in mat- 
ter of superintendent’s salary. The amount received from 
the school fund varies from year to year, as it is dependent 
upon a number of varying factors, while that received in mat- 
ter of superintendent’s salary is fixed and constant so far as 
the State is concerned, and varies only according to the vote 
of the joint committee of Millbury and Oxford in apportion. 
ing the fund. Under the present arrangement Millbury re- 
ceives three-fifths of the superintendent’s term, and, in con- 
sequence, pays three-fifths of the superintendent’s salary anc 
is reimbursed in the same proportion from the money re- 
ceived from the State. Your attention is called to the reports 
of the superintendent, the principal of the High School and 
the supervisors of music and drawing. These reports furnish 
valuable information relative to the several matters about 
which they treat. 
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BUILDINGS. 

As it would be difficult to report on the conditions of the 
school buildings in general, we will consider them separately. 
The building at West Millbury is at present in condition to 
be used, and probably with slight repairs it might go for 
some time. But sooner or later old floors will have to be 
replaced by new ones, and the underpinning and foundation 
examined and repaired. Sometime in the near future a new 
heating plant should be installed. With the exception of 
painting none but minor repairs have been made on this 
building for some time. : 

The Old Common building is not at present used, but may 
be at any time without any considerable outlay for repairs. 

The Burbank building is a comparatively new structure, 
but nevertheless much difficulty has been experienced in en- 
deavoring to stop the leaks in the roof. This year the com- 
mittee have had the roof examined, and learn that the whole 
roof must be recovered with either slate or shingles. This 
building needs no other extensive repairs. . 

The High School building is in fairly good condition, and 
little money will have to be expended upon it until such time 
as suggestions in a previous report may be adopted. 

The Union building was recently built and is now in nearly 
as good condition as when it was first occupied. 

The Park Hill building ought to be painted and shingled 
during the coming year. 

The Providence Street building was remodelled about five 
years ago. In previous reports attention was called to the 
general plan of the committee to refloor the whole building 
and put in new seats and desks. One-half of the building has 
been. so repaired; the other half should receive like attention 
as soon as our appropriation will allow. This building has 
been built nearly forty years and the windows show the effect 
of wear and tear. If possible an appropriation should be 
made this year for the purpose of putting new windows in 
- the entire building. 


APPROPRIATIONS FOR PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


That the taxpayers of Millbury are generous to the public 
schools cannot be denied. We often hear criticism relative 
to large appropriations for schools, and no doubt our burden 
is a heavy one. If we examine the statistics we will find that 
during the past few years Millbury has, out of 353 cities and 
towns in the State, stood near the top of the list—24, 39, 64, 
76, 84, 86 and go being the exact position—in appropriating 
the largest percentage of her valuation for school purposes, 
while on the other hand her position is low—191, 215, 220, 
246 being the exact position—when we consider what it costs 
to educate each pupil based on average membership. Mill. 
bury annually appropriates from $5 to $6 on every thousand 
dollars of taxable property—the general average for the 
State is $3.83—while five-sixths of the cities and towns ot 
the Commonwealth appropriate less. This bespeaks gen- 
erosity on the part of those who bear the burden. 

It costs the town on an average from $18 to $19 per pupil, 
annually-—the general average for the State is $28.38—while 
it costs two-thirds of the cities and towns more. This smaller 
average is brought about to a great extent by the lower 
salaries paid our teachers. The average pay per month of 
our female teachers is $39.65, that of the State $55.37. This 
indicates economical management. Our taxes are high; and, 
singular as it may seem, there are but one or two towns in 
the State with a population as large and a valuation as 
small, while there are many towns whose population is much 
less and whose valuation is far greater. An examination 
of the report of the State Board of Education will show that 
Millbury has attained very good results. 


PE SCHOO IR 


During the year Mr. Edwin A. Gowen was elected super- 
visor of music to fill the vacancy caused by the resignation 
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of Mr. William J. O’Brien. Both High School assistants 
resigned to accept more lucrative positions. Mr. O. W. 
Mills, who for many years was principal of the Burbank 
School, resigned in order to further pursue higher studies, 
and Miss Lillian M. Alger was elected principal in his stead. 
There were several transfers, but the personnel of the teach- 
ing corps changed little. | 

During the present year it seemed expedient to close the 
Qld Common School and reopen the Park Hill School. The 
latter was closed some few years ago because the number or 
children in attendance had grown so small that it was much 
cheaper to transport the children than maintain the school. 
Since then conditions have changed, and, as the committee 
was limited in its financial resources, it was considered bet- 
ter for the general good to temporarily close the Old Com- 
mon School, where about ten attended, and reopen Park Hill 
where from thirty to thirty-five are on the school register. 
Before making the change the committee gave a public hear- 
ing and subsequently thoroughly investigated the effects of 
the change. | 

As'has been previously stated, the town generously con- 
tributes for school purposes, the taxpayers have a right to 
expect commensurate results. Our schools are in good con- 
dition, but that is not enough. If we do not wish to fall 
behind, progress must be made; we cannot remain stationary. 
It is reasonable to assume that today the schools should be 
far in advance of what they were a generation ago. Then 
the School Committee supervised; today that work is in the 
hands of a man who is specially educated and trained for 
that duty. Then we had a small proportion of normal gradu 
ates; now nearly all of our teachers have had normal training. 
No teacher should be hired who is incompetent, and every 
teacher should improve under a competent superintendent. 
If progress is not made it ought to a great degree be at- 
tributed to the superintendent or to the material at his 
disposal, “A superintendent cannot increase the natural 
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ability of his teachers, but he can help them to make the 
most of what ability they, have. He may discover latent 
power, and he may prevent power from going to waste by 
Keeping it within useful channels. He cannot directly im- 
prove their scholarship, but he can help the teachers to sez 
their limitations, and he may suggest needed lines of study 
and direct the teachers in pursuing them.’* To have charge 
of the education of youth is a sacred duty, and a committee- 
man is false to his manhood and false to those who entrusi 
him with public duties who does not see to it that the public 
moneys should be poured into those channels where it wil! 
be productive of the most good. For continued incompe- 
tency in any person hired for school purposes by public 
funds the committee is at fault. Rash and hasty measures 
are inadvisable in school as well as in other matters. It 
should be our constant endeavor to be vigilant in detecting 
faults and failures and to suggest and adopt remedies. The 
committee has endeavored to act for the public good and to 
adopt so far as possible such suggestions as would promote 
the general welfare of the schools.

Superintendent’s Report 


To the School Committee: 

In accordance with the usual custom, I have the honor to 

submit my fourth annual report, it being the fifteenth in the 
series of reports of the Superintendent of Schools. 
_ As last year, a large number of changes in the teaching 
force. has occurred. Both assistants in the High School are 
new. “Seven teachers out of a total of twenty-one in the 
erades have resigned, five going to better positions, one to’ 
college, and one to retire from teaching. In addition, one of 
the special supervisors has resigned, making a total of ten 
changes in twenty-six positions. Seven new teachers have 
been elected and six transfers made. While most towns 
suffer more or less from the annual changing of teachers, 
and while we must always expect a certain amount of it, it 
would seem that we have had during the past two years more 
changes than are for the good of the schools. 

With these facts may be coupled those regarding the resi- 
dence of teachers within the town. At present sixteen teach- 
ers either live or board in Millbury; nine live outside. Gen- 
erally speaking, the teacher living out of town and compelled 
to spend time daily on the electrics cannot be of so great 
value to the community, either in the school or socially, as 
the teacher living or boarding in town. Any attempt to meet 
these problems of the non-residence and short tenure of 
teachers brings us to the question of wages. This is not 
always a pleasant question to consider. However, if Mill- ~ 
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bury is to acquire and retain as the core of her instructional 
force a body of such trained and experienced teachers:as are 
needed, and as many sister towns possess, the salary question. 
now a live one everywhere, must be faced. 

New texts have been provided in geography and arith: 
metic. The interest in these subjects, especially in geogra- 
phy, has been much increased. The work is making steady 
and satisfactory progress. The writing has improved ove: 
that of last year, especial attention having been given to the 
study of forms of letters as well as to position and movement. 
Some of the most marked improvement has been made in 
the two lowest grades. 


Pwo years ago the entire supply of textbooks for all 
schools was gone through, and all out of date or worn-out 
books disposed of. A year ago all High School texts needing 
rebinding were rebound. This year the same was done for 
the grades. All the books are now in good condition, and 
if some are rebound every year they will remain so. 

The question of how to improve the English of our pupils 
was earnestly discussed at a recent general teachers’ meeting. 
Arithmetic and geography have come in for a share at other 
times. The subject of the moral education of children has 
also been under consideration ‘and will soon be made the 
subject of a general meeting. Helpful meetings of the super- 
visors of music and drawing. have been held. The work in 
these subjects has been very satisfactory. Attention is called 
to the reports of these departments elsewhere. 


The course of study in physiology and hygiene recom- 
mended by the Massachusetts Superintendens’. Association in 
1995 has this year been placed in the hands of the teachers. 
This course has the approval of the highest educational 
auithorities of the state, and is believed to offer the sanest 
and wisest methods yet devised for complying with the law 
on this somewhat vexed question. The most noticeable fea- 
ture of the course is the emphasis in the two upper grades 
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(VII., VIII.) on the hygiene of the home, and on school and 
public hygiene. | 

_ Excellent textbooks on this subject have for three years 
past been in the hands of the teachers only. It is recom- 
mended that, as soon as practicable, properly graded texts 
be placed in the hands of pupils above the fourth grade. 

In some of our schools the cigarette habit is doing great 
harm. In too many cases the teachers seem unable to con- 
vince either children or parents that cigarettes are hurtful. 
In the. meantime the boys become stupid, and indifferent to 
the work of the school. They fail in their studies, and are 
often refractory in discipline. Some of the worst cases are 
in the lower grades where the children have not attained 
the age or acquired the knowledge now demanded for a labor 
certificate. A clogging of the grades by “repeaters” is one 
of the immediate consequences. ‘The larger result, that of 
injury to the future citizenship of Millbury, cannot be esti- 
mated, and can better be imagined than described. 

The remedy, of course, lies in a more enlightened public 
opinion. In the making of this opinion the schools and all 
well-informed and patriotic citizens must do their share. 
more intelligently, if possible, than before. 

In January, 1905, through the Woman’s Club of Millbury. 
the stamp savings system was introduced in grades II to VY, 
inclusive, of the Union building. By the close of the year 
in June, $123 had been deposited in the Millbury Savings 
Bank. ; 

This year the system has been extended to the Providence 
Street and Burbank schools. The result is as follows:

It should be noted that these figures do not include amounts 
_less than one dollar which have been saved by the children 
and are now in the hands of the teachers. Comparing the 
result with that in a wealthy town of nearly twice the size, 
near Boston, where the system had been in vogue three 
years, we see that the efforts of the ladies of the Woman's 
Club, and of the teachers who have performed the no small 
labor incident to the undertaking, have been well spent. The 
deposits in the town referred to average a little less than 
$500 per year during the three years. 

The need of medical inspection in the schools is more ap- 
parent this year than ever. Hardly a week goes by without 
attention being called to cases of dull and perhaps defective 
children who pursue their studies under great disadvantage. 

It is cheering to note that this important matter has now 
been brought before the Massachusetts Legislature. The 
Massachusetts Civic League has introduced a bill indorsed 
by the State Board of Health and other high authorities pro- 
viding for medical inspection throughout the public schools 
of the State. The aim is two-fold, to protect the school from 
contagious diseases and to discover physical disabilities and 
defects. “It has been shown that about 25 per cent. of 
school children are defective in sight. About 5 per cent. are 
defective in hearing so as seriously to interfere with their 
school work. Only a small munority of these defects of 
sight and hearing are discovered by the teachers, or are 
known to them, to the parents or to the children them- 
selves.” 

While the need is great, the really necessary cost, we are 
told, is small. The town of Milton paid’$128 for this pur- 
pose last year; the town of Andover $70. 
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Following this report are those of the principal of the 
High School and of the supervisors of music and drawing. 
In view of the fact that another large entering class at the 
High School is probable next year, the statements of the 
principal concerning the cutting down of the number of reci- 
tations per week in the different studies this. year have 
especial interest.. The entire report, as well as those on music 
and drawing, is commended to the careful consideration 
of all, | . 
_In conclusion it is to. be said that the year has been one of 
general progress in the right direction. Errors have doubt- 
less been made; some plans have failed of execution, but it 
is believed that this has furnished, valuable experience which 
will redound to the future good of the schools. 

My thanks are gladly tendered to the committee and to 
the teachers for generous treatment and support.

The class motto was “Strive to Succeed.” The class con- 
tinued the pleasant custom of leaving behind a gift to adorn 
the school building. A plaster cast, representing the Triumph 
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of Alexander, was the subject chosen. It has been put in 
_ place on the wall over the principal’s platform. It is thirteen 
feet long and two feet wide, and with its walnut moulding 
inakes a most artistic frieze. 

At the end of the school vear in June it was hoped that 
ihe services of the two assistants could be retained. This 
was particularly desirable in view of the numerous recent 
changes in the teaching force of the school. Good positions. 
however, were offered in larger schools, with better induce- 
ments than could possibly be offered here. Accordingly Miss 
Cooke went to the Brockton High School and Miss’ Kelly 
to the High School at Wakefield. From a considerable list 
of candidates a fortunate choice was made by the committee, 
and I feel that the new assistants, Miss Margaret P: Wood, 
who took Miss Cooke’s place, and Miss Mary Kilbourn, whe 
was elected to the vacancy caused by Miss Kelly’s resigna- 
tion, have taken up the work with no loss of effectiveness. 

In my report last year | spoke of the apparent immaturity 
of our pupils. By an inspection of other schools which I 
have since visited my original impression has been confirmed. 
A study of the conditions prevailing in the town makes it 
evident that it will be difficult to secure very generally the 
added year of age before entrance to the High School. lt 
was deemed best, however, at the end of last year, to recom. _ 
mend to a number of our pupils that they repeat the year’s — 
work; in a few instances such a plan was insisted upon. 
This resulted in the withdrawal of some pupils from the 
school, but in a number of cases, where the parents were en- 
tirely ready to accept our advice, the plan of repeating has 
been tried with striking success. I have understood that a 
number of pupils were held back in the upper grammar grade 
in the same way, their parents assenting to the action. In my 
opinion this is a step in the right direction. 

I‘think I can see a better tone growing in the school. 
Even when such growth is slow, it is encouraging. There 
is nothing our American citizenship of today needs more 
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than an elevating of tone. It is only fair to say that such 
gains as have been made in our schools have been due to 
the unceasing efforts of all the teachers and the response of 
the great majority of the pupils. During the greater part 
of last year there was little interest taken by the pupils in 
attendance and tardiness records. The result was a very 
large number of tardinesses. This year a complete change 
has been effected in this direction, and a real pride is being 
taken in our monthly record. With the co-operation of pa 
rents even better results can be attained. 

The number of pupils in the school is about the same as 
last year, but the new entering class is large, its numbers 
comprising more than half the school. It was found neces 
sary to divide the class for recitation purposes into two 
divisions. The natural division between those taking the 
Latin course and those electing the Scientific course was. fol- 
lowed. To fit this extra division into the program, which 
was already full, it became necessary to reduce the number 
of recitation periods for most classes from five to four. The 
progress of all the classes at the end of the first half-year 
shows that they have not suffered from this reduction. These 
large classes will make the expense account of the High 
School considerably greater. They mean more text books, 
more supplies, more room, and eventually more teachers; 
but they mean also better citizens in the next decade, and 
the opportunity is one that ought to be met by the town with 
an expenditure which shall be judicious and economical, but 
adequate withal. The cry is going up that the masses ot 
population are deserting the country for the cities; the 
movement is deplored and the causes are sought. Educators 
are coming to believe that one of the great factors in this 
exodus is to be found in the superior educational advantages 
which the city affords. A strong High School in the smaller 
community will do much to retain the drifting population 
and make it a population worth the retaining. If our enter- 
ing class next September is as large as this year’s class a 
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* considerable outlay for additional copies of many of our 
present text books will be needed. 

While no extensive changes have as yet been made in the 
building, a beginning was made last summer by repainting 
the desks and other school furniture in the two upper rooms. 
Aside from further repairs required by good taste and con- 
venience, there are certain changes which the health and 
safety of the pupils demand. A heating plant which shall 
keep the temperature of the halls as well as the rooms at a 
satisfactory point is an imperative need. At present, when 
the rooms are warm enough the corridors are dangerously 
cold. Some form of ventilation system should be coupled 
with this heating-plant. Another feature of the building 
which demands immediate attention is the single exit and 
stairway from the rooms on the second floor. The possible 
consequences of a fire, during a school session, which should 
cut off this stairway, are not pleasant to contemplate. I feel 
that such a contingency is not unlikely owing to the anti- 
quated method of heating in use in the building. 

Considerable has been accomplished during the past year 
in the way of procuring pictures and casts for beautifying 
the schoolrooms. As a result of the Art Exhibit which was 
held in the Town Hall in April we secured the following:

The Millbury Woman’s Club, by an appropriation of 
fifteen dollars, generously furnished frames for five of the 
above-named pictures. The value of the pictures and casts 
thus«secured for the school is $140. ' 

In spite of the fact that there seems to exist a sentiment 
against making our High School a place where pupils may 
fit for college, I renew my plea for the means to put the 
High School on a college-preparatory basis. Two reasons 
are generally given for the adverse sentiment. One is that 
those who cannot go beyond the High School will have their 
interests neglected or sacrificed to the interests of those who 
are to go on to college. The other is that the community 
cannot afford the additional cost for the sake of the few who 
might want to go on. It has been proven beyond all refuta- 
tion that where a college standard is maintained, the education 
of all the pupils is better. In view of this fact the second 
objection fades away, for the additional cost is extremely low 
if all the pupils are to be benefited. |

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC. 


Mr. Watson C, Lea, Superintendent of Schools. 

Dear Sir: Iam pleased to submit a brief report of music 
work in our schools. | 

In the primary grades two distinct kinds of work are in- 
volved—that which is known as Rote singing (in which the 
natural play of emotion and art of self expression is de- 
veloped) and that termed Note singing. Monotones and 
pupils with negative voices are kept in a separate division 
until they individually master the scale. Every normal child 
can be taught to sing. The real work of learning to. sing 
must ever precede music- reading as speech or oral language 
must precede reading. Where both kinds of work are Car- 
ried on conscientiously and with definiteness of purpose, we 
find one aiding the other and the result: 1S intelligent and fluent 
sight singing. 

A definite plan of work is arranged for each grade. Musi 
cal instrtiction has been broadened and pupils are improving 
in the essentials that go to make good music readers. Specia' 
emphasis is being given to the study of Rhythm which is per- 
haps the weakest point in public school music everywhere. 
It-is also the most important element. Individual effort on 
the part of every pupil to sing and written tests are special . 
features that contribute much towards independence and 
union of effort. 

The music in the High School is oan considering the brief 
time allowed for teaching and practice. When more time 
can be given to .the subject and credit marks allowed on 
music work a deeper interest will: be shown and results: be 
more satisfactory.
